WEIMAR, Nov. 6. 

HERR ADOLF HITLER 
to-day addressed a gather- 
ing of 50,000 on the occasion 
of the final meeting of the 


‘Thuiinga Party Congress at 


the Stadium at Weimar, 
birthplace of the former 
German republic. 


The leader of the Thurings 
section of the Nazi Party wel- 
comed Herr Hitler a8 the leader 
of the third Holy German Em- 
pire of the Teutonic race. 

After referring at some length 
to the history of the Nazi move- 
ment, Herr Hitler reiterated 
that Germany only wanted to be 
left alone in peace. Nazis be- 
lieved, and. they asked others to 
believe, that God would help 
only those who helped them~- 
selves, : 

The people hud to 
disunity which had .to be nbolished, 
and one united people formed. Truc 
peoples of the community could not 
be created by theories, but by educa- 
tlon. This educntion had to be con- 
tinued. 

Herr Hitler proceeded to say that 
he was ready to negotlate, but he 
would never tolerate Germany's 
rights being trampled on cither in 
negotiation, or in any other way. 
Therefore he warned the German 
people always te be alert and watch- 

ul. 


“It is all very well to speale of dis- 
armament and peace, but as long os 
there is no spiritual disarmament, oll 
talk about disarmament isn't worth 
much,” declared the Fuelirer. 

Herr Hitler sald that they did not 
mean to bé petty soldiers, und there~ 
fore they would be the best. 

As a peuce-loving man he had de- 
cided to create such a force as would 
be uble to convince others of their 
love for peace, They might claim 
more than the: democratic States 
claimed for themselves. The German 
army supported thelr claime, and 
they never forgot how thi had 
nehfieved successes in the past. i 

Referring to tho war ngitators In 
Britain, Herr Hitler cuid that. they 
felt hurt because ho dared mention 
them, Of course they had no right 
to demand other States to change 
thelr constitution.

Provision Of Mighties 
’ Air Fleet Urged 


It is learned In Administration 
circles that President Roosevelt de- 
finltely Intends to ask Congress for 
authority for one of the world's 
mightlest oir fiects for the United 
States army, numbering between 7,000 
Land 10,000 aircraft, 

The President's far-reaching plans 
to strengthen the defence of the coun- 
try include full equipment as quickly 
as possible fora nucleus army of at 
least 400,000, according to authori- 
tative reports. 

It is catimated that the programme 
Involves an outlay for 1939 exceeding 
this year’s military appropriations by 
well over $300,000,000, 

The plan Is also understood to pro- 
vide for the acquisition of war 
reserves for a force of 1,000,000 men 
who wll be able to tnke the field 
within a few months in the event af 
war,—Reuter, 

Reopening Algiers Yard 
‘ Washington, Nov. 5. 

Naval officials state that the re- 
opening of the $4,500,000 navy yard 
in Algters, Loulsiana, has been under

Two severe carthquakes which 
shook Japan on Saturday were 
registered at the «Hongkong 
Koyal Observatory and at all 
scientific stations round the 
world, including London. 

“We had an exccHlent recording of 
both "quakes," sald an official of the 
Observatory to-day. He estimated 
the first shock «as being 3,400 
‘alametres nway from Hongkong and 
the second at 3,520 Icilometres dis- 
tant. i 

“They must have been underwater 
‘quakes In the deep seu ‘area off the 
south of Japan,” he said. 

The first wavelength registered on 
the selsmograph at Hongkong wus 55 
millimetres and the second, 75 
millimetres. 

“This means they must have been 
pretty severe shocks,” added the 
oficial.

of n score of Yangtse cities where you 
find the same nmazing pullutatlon. 
Some 25,000 junks trade out of 
Hankow, Hanyung ind Wuchang; the 
total floating population of the Yang- 

tse might be anything up to 1,000,000. 

“Up the river Junks laboriously carry 
cotton goods, hardware, “sugar and 
the more prosale Imports, from the 
West’ and, latterly, Japan. Down 
river the Potszmachlowel—Szechuan 
boats thnt trade up to Pingshan, 1,700 
miles from the sca—bring tea and silk 
nnd the ‘exotic products of the upper 
Yongtse; sesame oll, lacquer, caw- 
bones and pine bark, paper und straw

Its gseowth 
paralleled only by Chicago's. ilt is j 
already the fifth city of the world. 
Secon, many peuple tank, it will have 
a pupulation greater than London or 
New York. 


Most remole of the Tréaty Ports |s 
Chunking, to which some of the 
Chinese Ministers have moved [rom 
Nanking. ‘There, too, the Chinese 
art treasures that enchanted London + 
a couple of years ago are being 
carried in 9 British steamer. 

The estimated: value of the colice- 
tien Is £20,000,000, but it would be 
juster to say that it is priceless. Its 
lags would be the greatest disaster lo 
the arts In history. There is some- 
“hing infinitely pathetle and infinitely 
disturblng in the spectacle of master - 
pieces wrought by this peace-loving 
people in anes when European b. 
barians fought in armour or in ski 
now being carried seerctly, up ri 
to escape destruction in this year of 
srace 1937.

Europe uppears on the thres- 
hold of a new set of treaties to 
replace the shattered fabric of 
1919. The League of Nations 
considers severing its Covenant 
from the Treaty of Versailles. 
law recognises 
the following rules regarding 
treaties: Changes in govern- 
ment do not affect treaties, 
which are between . States. 
Changes in circumstances are 
not valid reasons for Violating 
treaties, Duress on signer has 
no effect on leyaul force of treaty. 
Violation by one party, if proved 
or admitted, frees other party 
from obligatiohs.

In those two years, with « whole army at its gates, Madrid 


has successfully resisted air‘and 


artillery attack. Official Spanish 


records show that in two years upwards of 18,000 shells have 
fallen on the unhappy city, and their fall has been charted by the 
municipal authorities. Madrid is caught in an angle of fire from 
Franco's batteries at Carabanche and in the Casa de-Campo, but 
the besiegers no longer maintain a continuous fire and the guns 
shoot only spasmodically and are often silent for days at a time. 


5,500 CIVILIAN CASUALTIES 


it has cost Madrid 5,500 civillan 
casualties whereof nearly 1,500 dead, 
20,000 military wounded and dead 
and at least 4,300 buildings wholly or 
partially destroyed, to resist. At onc 
time, Minja, Madrid's defender, held 
the ¢lty with 150,000 to 200,000 
troops, but these lines have been 
thinned dawn to provide sorely nced- 
ed reserves for the Valencia and

Against those stubbornly deter- 
mined 30,000 specialists, chiefly sap~- 
pers who burrow far underground to 
plant mines under nationalist guns 
and trenches, anti-aircraft gunners:

LONG AND COSTLY SIEGE 


To many ncutral observers. 
Franco's long, costly and difficult 
siege of Madrid was mode necessary 
by a military blunder. Toledo had 
fallen on October 27, 1936, when 
Franco's maln army reached that 
elty to save the beleaguered = sur- 
vivors in the Alcazar. Three hundred 
thousand men then started for Madrid 
and.jt topk them eleven dnys to battle 
thelr way to the rio Manzanarez 
where they arrived: ently in the 
morning of November 7 after having 
cnptured the Getafe airfield. 

Madrid expected the nationalists to 
storm ucross the Toledo bridge into 
the city and Miajya was preparing to 
evacuate his whole army. But the 
Franco columns sat down ‘ at the 
river and waited for artillery to come 
up. That delay has proved to be 
one of the major military mistakes 
of the whole Spanish war, for Mlaja 
took that opportunity to consolldate 
his defences and since then Franco's 
besieging army has never been able 
to brenk through the intensc“Yresist- 
ence of the defending army. Franco 
has spent two years besieging the 
city without getting any nearcr to 
Puerta del sol, 


A month before the army orrived, 
Franco’s guns had been turned om 
Madrid. The municipal council of 
the former capltal published o stnt- 
Isticnl report showing that In the 
first twenty months of the siege the 
casualtles from airbombs and artil- 
lery sheling were 1,122 dead ond 
3,581 wounded among the civil popu- 
Intion. In that time 4,191 houses 
and buildings were wholly or partl- 
ally destroyed In'n rain of 15,000 
projectiles on the city.

stands but is badly scarred. 
MINISTRIES DAMAGED 

Four government ministries have 
been wholly or badly damnoged, 
Finance, Interior, War and Public 
Works, along with the Bank of 
Spain general © headquarters, the 
Casino, the Credit Lyonnaise, the 
Cortes. Among the most famous 
churches destroyed, elther by in- 
eendinrics or by’ siege guns and air 
bombs, were the Cnthedral, Sun 
Sebastinn, San Luls and = Carmen 
churches, ten lesser churches and 
practically all convents and 
monasteries. 

The greatest damage hos been in 
the Arguelles, Cuarto Caminos und 
Estramedura districts. Every bulld- 
ing on the Puerta del Sol has been 
hit. Only one subway Ine is operat- 
ing and all surface transport has 
been’ hit. Only one subway line is 
operating and all surface transport 
hos been halted. Most of the trees 
in the streets, parks and royal forest 
have disappeared, cut down in the 
two winters to replace coal. 

The suffering has been great, for 
Madrid has spent two heatless win- 
ters, and before cold weather ended 
each Winter Madrid went hungry, 
At present, food {is more plentiful 
despite the. siege nnd despite Franco's 
success In cutting off Madrid and 
Valencian. from Barcelona. ‘Since 3 
‘months the bread ration has been In- 
creased. to 150 grams per person per 
day. Rice forms the basis of Madrid 
meals; there js almost no meat, no 
fish, little fruit, and only those 
tyegetables which can come up from 
La Mancha, Milk has been untasted 
for two years, except condensed milk 
for children. 

Milltarily, the stubborn resistance 
of Madrid has prolonged the war and 


the 


perhaps prevented a complete Franco 
victory before this time. By forcing 
Franca to tle up 175,000 troops on 
that small sector to hold his gains. 
Miaja has obliged the nationalists to 
thin their lines elsewhere. If Franco 
could liberate his centre army, come 
manded by General Saliquet, from 
thelr besicging dutics at Madrid, and 
could throw that many fresh troops 
into the Ebro or Segunto battles, he 
could swiftly turn the tide of victory. 
As long as Madrid resists, Franco's 
offensive’ strength will be crippied. 

COMPARES WITH YERDUN 

There have’ been few sieges In 
history which have lasted as Ipng and 
few citles have withstood such intense 
attacks. The present sicge of Madrid 
will go down in military history along 
with the 3-year German sicge of 
Verdum in the world war, the slege 
of Port Arthur (1904), Khartum 
1884), Paris, Metz and Strasburg 
(1870-1871), Richmond, . Charleston 
und Vickesburg in the American Civil 
war, and Jerusalem (70 A.D.)}, Sagun- 
tum (219 B.C.)—when the women 
and children committed suicide on a 
funeral pyre as the city fell after a 
long siege by the Carthagenlans under 
Hannibal of the Mediterranean clty 
which to-day 1s called Sagunto, where 
Franco's main army has been held 
up for three months in Its drive on 
Valenein.—-and Troy (672 B.C.).

Statistics 


Parls, Nov. 6, 
To what degree the population of 
France is declining {a shown by n 
review of the situatlon during the 
first half ycar 1938, published by the 
statistical offlce for population move- 
menta in France. 


‘ This review ‘snows that bath‘ the 
number of births and the number of 
marriages sank lower than in any 
year since 1920. The second quarter 
of 1933 for example shows 1,900 
fewer living births than the second 
quarter of 1937, 


In the first half of 1938 there were 
1,300 marringes less than in the same 
perlod 1937. WhHe during the first 
half of 1937 the number of deaths 
exceeded the number of births ‘by 
12,000, the excess of deatha over 
births+in the first half of 1938 was 
43,400.—Trang-Occan, 


Yesterday Was 
Coldest Day — 
For 6 Months 


For the sccond time since May last, 
the temperature in Hongkong yester- 
day fell to 78, this being the maximum 
recording, for 24 hours. A similar 
miximum was registered on October 
24, but between then and yesterday 
the temperature had deen well Into 
the 80's, 


The minimum temperature last 
night was 71, and thls morning at 
10 o'clock the thermometer registered 
70, with humidity at 72 per cent. 

The first rainfall for 22 days also 
occurred yesterdoy, when 18 points 
of an inch were recorded by the 
Royal Observatory. The total rain- 
fall is now only a fraction of an Inch 
short of 55 inches, as compared with 
an average of 82.71 inches,

The Interior of the tavern was 
wrecked, while one of the Seaforth 
Highlunders, Private Sutherland, was 
nravely cut by glass in his spine and 
leg. 

One of the girls was also barly 
Injured, but the others, Including 
the. Seaforths, Private. Duffy and 
Private Richie, were not seriously 
hurt.—Reuter, 


FULLER DETAILS 


Further details of the bomb- 
throwlng incident In Bubbilngwell 
Road are sent by Reuter, The 
message states that the explosion 
wreeked the Interlfor of the tavern, 
smashing the counter and breaking 
the gloss fitting to the celling. 

When the white, choklng sulphur 
smoke hod cleared away, it was 
found that seven Biltlsh servicemen 
and two Chinese barmaids had been 
injured, . 

The most seriously injured were 
Privates Duffie, Richle and Smith of 
the Seaforth Highlanders, while 
Marines Newman, Pitt and Ray 
were only superficially hurt. 

The bomb-thrower Is believed to 
have been a Chinese who escaped. 
The Shanghal Municipal Council 
police and the British military police 
are: combing the district. 

The bar owner id a. Portuguese 
worn, whose husband was an 
American, She cannot suggest any 
motive for the crime, She was walk- 
ing downstalrs when the bomb was 
thrown,

Motor Lorry Held Up 
By Armed Gang 


A motor lorry which was, taking 
20 bags of wolfram ore, worth $500, 
and three baskets of eggs, worth $00, 
from Shaukiwan to.the Central dis- 
trict on Saturday, was held up by 
five robbers, one of whom was ormed, 
and the wolfram seized. 

A report of the Incident was made 
to the police by Chan Wan, 35, an 
employee of the Shun Cheong 
wolfram ore firm, who was sent to 
tnke delivery of the cargo. Chan 
enld he engaged a lorry and a fokl 
and took them with him to Shaukl- 
wan. After the wolfram had betn 
loaded, five men came up to the lorry. 
One of the men produced o revolver, 
declared he was ao policoman, .an 
boarding the lorry with his friends, 
ordered the driver to proceed to the 


Central Police Station. 


Before renching town, the armed 
robber told:the lorry driver to pro- 
ceed” to ‘Gloucester’ Road. There 
Chan was pushed off the vehicle, 
which continued on to town 
stopped opposite Queen's Pler, where 
the robbers put the wolfram on 
board a sampan and mode off across 
the harbour. ‘The lorry driver also 
revorted to the police. 

Junkmaster Reports Piracy

A valuable cargo of wolfram ore 
was selzed by plrates in British waters 
off the Nine Pins on Suturday. 

The wolfram was being conveyed 
to Hongkong on bgard,a junk owned 
by Lam You-shun, 60. Lom had 
with him a crew of nine persons, 
About 7 om. a strange boat ap- 
proached and went alongside’s Lam's 
junk. Three of the fve men on it 
boarded the cargo vessel, and 
threatened Lam and his crew with 
rifles. The other two plrates who 
remained on their own boat held 
Knives. 

The wolfram was removed from 
the cargo junk Into the other vessel, 
which then sailed away towards 
Sam Mun Island. 

The value of the cargo was $1,112.
